Central Board of Film Censors 


Bombay, the 10th. October 1932 

Directive to Examining Committees of the Central Board 
of Film Censors regarding the principles to be observed 
in determining whether a film is or is not suitable 
for public exhibition- 

No. 1/2/52-CBFC. — In the said directive — 

Insert the following after Clause (F): — 

“ Explanation to Clauses (E) and (F) : 

First. — In the application of Clauses (E) and (F) to foreign 
films of a propaganda nature, the following types 
of films shall be considered unsuitable for public 
exhibition : — 

(i) A film which is likely to arouse disrespect of a 

foreign country or is liable to be looked upon 
by a foreign country as derogatory to itself, or 
which is liable to embarrass the relations of the 
Government of India with any foreign Govern- 
ment ; 

(ii) A film which preaches or is liable to incite 

people to acts of violence or which tends to 
encourage subversive activity with a ' view to 
overthrowing established authority or institu- 
tions ; 

Second. — In particular, the following matters shall be re- 
garded as objectionable : — 

(i) Disparaging references to the people of a foreign 

country or the head of a foreign State ; 

(ii) Picturisation of subversive methods or of 

guerilla technique.”
